THE OUTLOOK. 


~The Home Secretary has sent a statement to the Press 
with regard to the treatment of the Woman Suffragists 
in prison. This statement is in form a reply to a reso- 
lution of the Fabian Society, but it is in reality a defence 
of his attitude in the matter during the Suffrage agita- | 
tion. Mr. Gladstone makes three points. In the first 
place he claims that he has not been a “ respecter of 
persons,” and that in the matter of the release of Lady 


Constance Lytton his conduct was due not to her social 


heart disease.” Secondly, he denies that forcible feed- 
ing is a “ « disgusting outrage,“ and claims that it is a 
regular form of medical treatment which is constantly 


applied in appropriate cases in hospitals, asylums, and 
prisons, and involves only a brief discomfort.

A Respecter of Persons. _ | 
With regard to Mr. Gladstone’s first contention, ' it is 
true that Lady Constance Lytton suffers from a slight | 
chronic affection of the heart, but this is something 
very - different from: “serious heart disease.”

Sham of Hospital Treatment. 
With. to Mr. Gladstone’s second contention,

as ‘it is shortly to be the subject of a case in the 
courts in which Mr. Gladstone is a party, we refrain from 
going fully into the matter, but our readers and the 
general public will certainly make the distinction which 
Mr. Gladstone fails to see. When feeding by tube is 
used for prevention of suffering and the saving'of life’ in 
the hospitals, it is medical treatment. When it is ‘used 
in prison by medical officers over whom neither the 


_ patients nor the friends of the patients have any control, 


without skilled nursing attendance or any of the allevia- 
tions of the sick chamber, and when it is used in order 
to break down passive resistance to political tyranny, it . 
is not medical treatment. So to speak of it is to put an 
‘insult on the profession and practice of medicine. When, 
“moreover, it is accompanied by unnecessary brutality and 


violence, when it is used simultaneously with prison 


punishments, with the plank bed, solitary confinement, 
handcuffs, and padded cell, it can be only described as 
- It is used. 
Further facts about its actual use in prison prove that 
it is not only an outrage but a torture. We refer our 
‘readers to the statements by Miss Liddle and Mise Tolson 


published in our pages this week. This is by no means 


the first time that perfectly definite facts have been given 
with reference to the roughness and even cruelty with 
which the treatment has been carried out. Among 
the facts may be mentioned the torture caused © 
by the use of the gag, the employment of nasal and throat 
tubes even when the feeding cup could be used, the in- 
termittent manner of application (thus at Manchester the 
women were not fed between Saturday afternoon and Mon- 
day morning during the last week—a convincing proof, if:

_ We have finally to deal with the following kesirtion of 
Mr. Gladstone, in which he says:— | 

It is absolutely untrue to say that the Suffragists have not 
received the full benefit of the distinctions made between 
different classes of prisoners. At first they were generally 


‘committed by the magistrates to the first diviston—an order 


to that effect was made in no less than 132 cases—and it was 
only when they abused the privileges of the first division 


that the magistrates felt themselves compelled to commit 


them to the second division, where the discipline is more 


strict, but where they have still the advantage of not asso- 
ciating with ordinary | 


riminals. 
The real facts are as follows: —At the adie caceiait 


of the agitation the magistrates sent the Suffragette |- 


prisoners to the second, and in some cases to the third 
division. Thus, on October 24, 1906, ten Suffragettes 
were ordered to find sureties to keep the peace, and in 
default were sent to prison in the second division for 
two months, while one, Miss Sylvia Pankhurst, was sent 
to the third division as an alternative to paying a fine. 
As Mrs. Cobden Sanderson, the daughter of Richard 
Cobden, was among the prisoners, an agitation was carried 


- on in the House of Commons, and on October 30 Mr. 


Gladstone announced that he had brought the matter to 
the attention of the magistrate who had ordered them to 
be transferred to the first division. On January 30, 
1907, Mr. Gladstone, speaking at Leicester, took credit 
to himself for being “the man who had got them put in 
the first division.”’ From then till the end of 1907 the 
magistrates placed the Suffragette prisoners in the first 
class, as an alternative to being bound over to keep the 
peace. During this time no charge was made against 
them that they abused the privileges of the first divi- 
sion, nor has any such charge been made until now. 
On January 17, 1908, the policy of the authorities was 
again changed, and Mrs. Drummond and four other women 
were ordered to be bound over to keep the peace, and on 
refusing were sent to prison for three weeks in the second 
division. Similar treatment was meted out to other 
Suffragettes who, in several cases, were sent to prison 
for three months in the second division as an alternative 
to being bound over to keep the peace for offences other 
than that of violence. 


_ Mr. Gladstone Answered. 


It should be noticed, in the first place, that the moda 
flivision is the lowest class in which prisoners can be 


placed for refusing to find sureties, and that, therefore, { 
‘there has nat been differential treatment in their favour. 


In the second place, with regard to Mr. Gladstone’s state- 
ment that the Suffragettes were put in the second divi- 


sion because they abused the privileges of the first divi- 


sion, even if in any isolated instance this were true, it 
would not justify the improper treatment of other 
prisoners subsequently. It is a principle entirely foreign

abuse of privileges made at the time, nor, 80 far as we

Gladstone’s assertion. 
The Release from Strangeways Gaol. 
 Siadéeaines has been made above to some of the facts 


¢elating to the treatment of the prisoners in Strangeways 


Gaol, Manchester. Equally disgraceful was the manner 
of their release. Friends vf the prisoners had been in- 
formed by the authorities that the release would take 
place at 8.15 on Saturday morning, and proper arrange- 
ments for looking after them had accordingly been made.

“NURSE PITMAN RELEASED. 

After three days’ imprisonment, during 
whieh she adopted the hunger strike, Nurse - 
Pitman, who at the Bristol Assizes last Wed- 
nesday was sentenced to two months’ hard 
labour, was stealthily released from prison on 
Saturday afternoon, November 20, on ac- 
count of her health. She is at present in a 
nursing home, and while her body is weak 
from previous hunger strikes, her spirit is 
undaunted, and she is already speaking a 
next Féebruary’s deputation. 


Nurse Pitman, as briefly announced in last 


week’s. VoTES FOR WOMEN, was committed for 
trial at the Assizes, and her case was heard on 
Wednesday, November 17. She was charged 
“unlawfully and maliciously doimg 


panes of glass to the value of £15, the property 
of His Majesty’s Postmaster-General, at Bris- 
tol, botween the hours of 9 p.m., November 
12; and 6 a.m., November 13.” The stones 
with which the windows were broken were 


wrapped paper with messages to the 


Government attached. In opening the case, 
Mr. Garland (on behalf of the Postmaster- 
General) said that one looked for a motive, 
and it might be that the jury would infer 
that it was not unconnected with what they 
unfortunately knew of now as the agitation 


in connection with women’s enfranchisement. 


Statement to the Jury. 
Evidence having been taken, Nurse Pitman, 


who defended her own case, read a statement 


to the jury, in which she explained that she 
had no intention of doing personal harm. 


She threw the stones because every constitu-. 
tional way of protesting against women’s 


voteless condition had been closed. Having 
explained the steps by which women had been 


led to make protests of this kind, Nurse Pit- 


man said that she shrank from having ta use 


these methods, and asked the jury what they 
would do if thty were voteless. Would they 


not fight for the right of direct representa- 
tion, and the right to select the rulers of this 
country? ‘She then referred to the Bristol 
riots of 1831, and the damage then done ; to 
the action at Winchester in connection with 
the removal of an old gun, when in spite of 
great damage by the men rioters, there 
were no arrests ; and to the taunts of Cabinet 
Ministers, who seared at the women for using 
petty violence—described by Mr. Haldane as 
pin pricks, and by Mr. Burns as “the 


| ‘scratching at the door that men had burst 


open.” Aftef quoting the late Sir Henry 
Campbelf Bannerman, who said that women 
must go on pestering, Nurse Pitman pointed 
out that the Government’ was solely respon- 


gible for the militant methods of the 


W.S.P.U.~ As a nurse of many years stand- 
ing in Bristol, she had come to the conclusion 


that there would be less misery, much less ~ 


suffering, and far less waste of child life, © 


when women were recognised as citizens and 
took a greater interest in public and social 
life; when they had the same opportunities 


of self-déevelopment as men, and were able to ~ 


earn a living wage. It was for the sake of 


'| helping to purify social life that she was 


working for women to have the vote on the 
same terms as men. Forty-five years of 
strenuous work by women had not gained the 
vote, and other methods were now being 
adopted ; much as she deplored these actions; 
she believed that they were going to be the, 
means of winning the vote, and she was glad 
that she had the courage to rebel against in- 
justice, and to fight for the womanhood of 
the country. Neither imprisonment, torture 
by forcible feeding, nor rl else would - 
suppress the movement. 
Apbeal to the Judge. 

The jury, without retiring, found a verdict 
of ‘‘Guilty,’’ and before the sentence was 
passed Nurse Pitman appealed to Mr. Jus- 
tice Coleridge as follows :—‘“TI appeal to you, 
my Lord, that if a sentence of imprisonment 
is passed on me I should be imprisoned in 
the First Division. My ground is not because 
I fear hardships any more than the other 
women who from political motives have done 


acts which are technically breaches of the 


law. But you have a discretion, and in the 
exercise of it I. ask you to consider the 
motives which prompted the acts with which 
I am charged, and that those acts are part of 
a political agitation.. I do not ask that we | 
women should be treated differently from men. 
But it is within your Lordship’s knowledge 
that in many well known cases the judges 
have ordered men who were charged with 
offences springing from a political motive to 
be imprisoned in the First Division: In the 
case of Dr. Jameson, charged with a raid 
which disturbed the peace of nations and cost 
many lives, the late Lord Chief Justice sen- 


-tenced him to imprisonment in the First Divi- 


sion.. Again, in the case of Irish members of 


Parliament who openly broke the law with a 


i 


_ view to obtaining a change of the law, these 
men have been repeatedly sentenced tg impris 
‘bonment in the First Division.” 
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- Due judge replied You mort accept “your 


fate cheerfully.” 


Nurse Pitman told a ‘Press representative, 


that while in prison she heard the cries and 
deep moans of Miss Mary Allen, who was 
in a cell not very far from her own, and who 
-was fed twice a day. She also heard Miss 
‘Wentworth singing in her cell, but saw no- 
thing of Miss Garnett or Miss Lawes. The 
former she knew to be in the punishment 
cell, which had also been occupied by Miss 
:Wentworth. She did not understand why 
‘ghe ‘should have been released in preference 


,to Miss Allen, whom she considered to be 


“in much worse condition than herself. 

Writing to Vorrs ron WomEN Nurse Pit- 
‘man says: “There can be no doubt that this 
conflict has been the means of developing 
many high qualities in the women who have 
taken part in it. It may, indeed, even havo 
‘been necessary in order to bring into full 
dife every germ of courage latent in women, 
‘and also to prove their wonderful comrade- 
ship when striving for freedom.”’ 


RELEASES AT MANCHESTER. 


The disgraceful events in connection with 
the release of Manchester prisoners last Friday 
dhave roused widespread indignation. To turn 
these women out, when weak and ill, late at 
might, and with nowhere to go but to empty 
‘offices, is surely the depth of callousness. The 
account which follows will be read with the 
greatest interest. It will be remembered that 
‘Miss Helen Liddle, Miss Hannah Shepperd, 
and Miss Catherine Tolson have been serving 
a sentence of one month’s hard labour at 
Strangeways Prison, as a result of their pro- 
tests at Radcliffe on October 20. 

As the time for their release drew near, 
Mr. Tolson approached the Governor of the 
gaol, asking for definite information as to 
the release, and giving a promise that there 
would be no demonstration. The Governor 
personally informed Mr. Tolson that the 
three women would be liberated at a quarter 
past eight on Saturday morning, and 
arrangements were made accordingly. 


Callous Cruelty. 


What actually happened, however, was 
that on Friday night at a quarter past ten, the 
three women, all naturally extremely weak 
and ill, were put alone into a cab, the driver 


of which had orders to drop them at the 


W.S.P.U. offices. These were, of course, 
closed, and had it not .veen for the clever- 
mess of a picket stationed by Miss Gaw- 
thorpe, who, suspecting something, ran 
after the cab, they would have been in an 
unthinkable plight, alone late at night, in 
@ quarter of Manchester where suitable lodg- 
ings were unobtainable. Twice during the 
drive Miss Shopperd fainted from weakness, 


end it was midnight before two of the 


women were safely cared for in the house of 
a devoted friend of the Union, Mrs. Rose 
Hyland. Catherine Tolson, owing to the fog, 
did 1.0t reach her home at Hale until a quarter 
to four in the morning, the driver of the taxi- 
cab in which she was conveyed refusing to 
proceed the last mile, and compelling her to 
drag herself along on foot assisted by a friend. 

It is little wonder that everyone is in- 
dignant at this unnecessary and callous 
cruelty. Mr. Tolson will endeavour to have 


-the nome Secretary questioned in the House, 


and he is taking advice as to whether he can 
bring a legal action. Even the ordinary type 
of prisoner in good health is protected by 
a rule which states that at a reasonable time 


‘before his discharge arrangements shall be 


- made with some philanthropic society as to 


his future welfare. 
Prison Experiences. 

The released prisoners, who are now being 
well cared for, state that on arriving at the 
prison they made the usual protests, and re- 
ceived three days’ solitary confinement, Miss 
‘Shepperd being also handcuffed. Within a 
few days of their arrival they were forcibly 
fed, their mouths forced open and a basinful 
fiuid poured down. Miss Shepperd, who was 


at the time suffering from an ulcerated 


stomach, was fed in this way for a fortnight, 
after which, in her extreme weakness, she 
consented to take her food. 

In order that the doctors-:might have a 
week-end rest, 
which they consider s0 essential was 
omitted over Sunday, and the women were 
left for thirty-six hours without food. 

‘It is not to be expected that such treat- 
ment could do otherwise than rouse intense 
indignation, which found vent on Saturday 
might when during the fog two stones were 
thrown through the Deputy-Governor’s win- 
dows, bearing the message: ‘‘This is for 
turning out prisoners weak from hunger 


strike and forced feeding at 10 o’clock at 


night. 


On Saturday morning, when friends had 


gathered outside the prison to meet the 
prisoners, Miss Mary Gawthorpe arrived and 


explained the situation, and in snite of the | 


this “medical treatment’”’ .

Miss Liddle’s Indictment of “ Medical | 


Treatment.” 

Miss Liddle writes :—"‘ I consider the medi- 
cal treatment is an absolute farce; the senior 
medical officer was perfectly brutal, short- 
tempered, and very rough. 

‘‘ My chief accusation is against the senior 
medical officer for his use of the gag; by the 
end of the second week my mouth was s0 
painful and swollen, inside and outside, that 
two wardresses noticed it. My lip was 
gathering, and the whole operation was s0 
painful and repulsive and needlessly cruel 
that two of the wardresses went away four 
times, sick and faint. They complained of 
sick headache. Neither doctor examined my 
mouth until the junior doctor saw my lip, 
and then he implored me to take the food 
without the gag. I said the inside of my 
mouth was more painful than the outside, 
and that I should have it examined directly 
I got out. After that they both examined it, 
and put the gag on the left side. On one occa- 
sion when the senior doctor put the gag in and 
caught in a piece of my cheek, it gave me such 
pain that the wardresses exclaimed, and he 
had to take it out. The junior doctor said: 
**Can you see?’’ and he admitted he could 
not, and a light was brought. The last week 
they fed us entirely by the nasal tube, pour- 
ing down a whole quart of liquid at a time, 


| causing great discomfort for hours and a 


curious feeling in the ears which seemed to 
make speaking difficult.”’ 
Treatment of Miss Tolson. | 
Miss Tolson says that she entered the prison 


on Thursday mor ing, and on Friday evening 
she-was fed by force by means of the feeding

MR. HALDANE. AT ‘THE 
. EIGHTY CLUB. 


It was very evident from the ‘naiiadniate 
precautions taken at De Keyser’s Hotel, 
Blackfriars, on Thursday, November 18, that 
Suffragettes were expected to interrupt Mr. 
Haldane. A meeting of the Eighty Club 


had been hurriedly summoned to hear 


speech from him as their. president, and it : 
took the form ‘of a luncheon, at which -Mr. 
Herbert Gladstone atid Mr. -Birrell were also: 
expected to be present. The hotel swarmed 
with detectives and plain - clothes _con- 
stables, who rivetted their attention on two 
well-dressed ladies in the lounge. These 
ladies were followed and watched wherever 
they went, and one detective was heard whis- 
pering to another that they were Suffragettes, 
and that one of them was concealing a horse- 
whip up her sleeve! The protest, however, 
a most effective one, was made by two other 
ladies, who had been sipping coffee and read- 
ing the newspaper aloud to one another, and 
who, as they spoke only German, had escaped 
notice by the detectives. At the psycho- 
logical moment they found their way (in 
spite of the fact that the various uses of 
the many rooms in the hotel had been 
entirely changed since the morning) to 
the luncheon room, where one of them 
cried out : ‘‘Gaoler Gladstone, what are you 
doing to our women? Gaoler Gladstone, 
when will you release our women? Gaoler 
Gladstone, when will you give votes to 
women?’’ The result was, of course, imme- 
Mrs. Watson, 
who carried out the protest, was on the plat- 
form at St. James’s Hall on Thursday even- 
ing, and, after describing the incident, said : 
** You will see in your newspapers to-morrow, 
probably, something about a hysterical pro- 
test. It was no such thing.. Hysterical 
women could not make these protests ; it was 
all done quietly and without excitement. I 
feel,’’ she added, ‘‘that for. every blow 
struck at our women I must give the Govern- 
ment twenty blows.”’ 

It is instructive to note. that Mr. Haldane 
is reported. to have said in his speech that it 
was the desire of the House of Commons to 
make itself more representative of the will of 
the nation, and that he closed his speech with 
the following :—When Hannibal was at the 
gates of Rome, and Rome was in daily peril, 
stern Romans decreed punishment to all who 
should prononunce the word ‘‘ Peace.’’ Let 
us décree a punishment to the Liberal who 
would go back on the great principles of the 
Liberal party in which he is found. (Cheers.)

The Psychology of Defeat. 


A Si weeks ago I reviewed in these columns a ioe

In “The Florentine Frame”* we the 
reversal of the position. We see a woman, who possesses 
everything that should make her life significant to her- 
self and to the world, defeated by circumstances. We see 
her. life crumble within and fall to dust. We are shown - 
the cause of this collapse. Miss Robins has traced in 
masterly fashion the psychology of defeat. 

Isabella Roscoe is a woman full of the power of mag-- 
netic attraction. She has been through a hard school of 
_| knowledge and experience, but her unhappy marriage, 
contracted when she was a girl of seventeen, has left her 
unembittered and still young in heart, and the death of 
her husband has set her in free possession of her own life, 


She finds herself a mistress of a beautiful home, with un- | 
limited wealth at her command, with opportunities of | 


self-expression through the ions of art; she possesses 
the-gifts of imagination and intellect, as ast asthe gift 
of making her presence indispensable to her friends. She 
has a daughter with whom she has established the rela. - 
tionship of comradeship and confidential union. 

But, in spite of all these things, her life is an sangihe: 
void, her experience and knowledge have not taught her 
satt-sulee, she has not learnt to live.

see millions of Englishmen slaves in America.” 

The pseudo Liberals who dare to quote his words are 
the very men who in 1909 wish to see millions of 
English women slaves in ‘their own country. — 

Mr. McKenna, First Lord of the Admiralty, sdbiauias 
on Monday last a meeting of his constituents in Mon- | 
mouth, said, “It would be worse to submit to the 
despotism of an oligarchy like the House of Lords than 
to submit to the despotism of kings.

No doubt many good people have wonderingly asked, | 


“What has Christianity to do with the Women’s Move- 
ment?” Yet the truth is that the Higher Spirit of 
Humanity has stirred the hearts of pioneer women in 
our day and set them on fire with a zeal for justice and 
for a freer, ampler life. 


I was speaking to a Socialist and a Catholic the other | 


day on this subject. He was in favour of the thorough- 
going social and political emancipation of women, but 
he could not understand the modern movement. I told 
him how there seemed to be a welling-up of life that 
swept women away in its flood almost before they realised 
they were in the current. Whence it came, whither it 
went, might be difficult to say ; but, at any rate, here it 
was, a transforming and transfiguring faith that made 
stammering women eloquent and the shy and the sensi- 
tive to speak with tongues ; the modest and the shrinking 
to be violent; the cultured and refined who had been 
nursed in the lap of luxury to be comrades with wage- 
earning women, and to share the same insults and 
wounds and imprisonments and bodily humiliations ; 
titled ladies, university graduates, artists, authoresses, 
working housewives and charwomen were made one in 
this movement, and suffered a common crucifixion and 
torture even as patrician matrons and their slaves were 
made one in the early persecutions of Christianity. If 


this thing was of evil it simulated the enthusiasm of 


religion uncommonly well, and certainly brought forth 
some of the fruits of the spirit: unearthly joys, endless 
heroisms, unyielding devotions, passionate loyalties, and 
all the agonies of martyrdom short of—but only a hair’s- 
breadth short of—actual death; and probably deaths 
were in store for some of them in the near future. 

| A Spiritual and Moral Force. 

No one who has met the chief personalities that com- 
mand and inspire the forces will ever believe that they 
can be suppressed. To think they can be diverted from 
their purpose by policemen or gaolers, or any repressive 
machinery of Government is simply the folly of men who 
think that physical force can hold down a spiritual and 
a moral force that does not fear those that can kill the 
body but cannot break the spirit: States and Govern- 
ments can no more suppress the soul of the movement 
than the Czar can suppress reform in Russia, than Nero 
or Marcus Aurelius could suppress Christianity in Rome. 
The spirit of these women is an ultimate and decisive 
committal of the soul. Their attitude is conclusive and 
irrevocable. If we do not mean to massacre them, the 
sooner we recognise that they are bound to triumph the 
better. The spirit of the leaders is shared by the rank 
and file; that spirit is invulnerable to either our argu- 
ments or our assaults. It will defeat all opposition pre- 
cisely because there is no opposition in the present age, 
no movement in the living world, with the same fire and 
daring of moral conviction behind it. In the estimate of 
these women, all mere party wrangles, however important 
they seem to us, are but the irrelevant chatter of small 
men who cannot see that they are discussing things as 
it were behind locked doors in the absence and enforced 
silence of the majority of the inhabitants of these isles. 

No man however sympathetic can quite share the in- 
tensity of the modern revolt of woman. But he can, at 
any rate, try to understand it. It seems to me that here 
we have the clear emergence of a newer and more hercic 
human energy. We often speak as though evolution and 
revolution were contradictory terms. 
no means necessarily so. There are occasions when 
revolution belongs to the ordinary and normal course of 
evolution. Development reaches a crisis now and again 
from which further progress is possible only through a 
_ sudden convulsion. This catastrophe becomes then the 
necessary step in further development. Social growth may 
be and often is as revolutionary as the passing of a chry- 
salis into a moth. It is like the chick breaking the shell 
that once preserved but now restrains it. To say this is 
not to preach violence or revolution in any bad sense. It 
is simply the recognition of the fact that progress may 
come to a momentary standstill because it cannot go on 
any further on the old lines; that a new departure seed 
to be maintained. I believe that the normal evolution 
of womanhood has been thus artificially checked by 
society for centuries, and that the limit of restraint and 
frustration has now been reached, that the older countries 
must therefore follow the younger colonies like Australia 
and New Zealand, and remove the stone wall barrier

that before a child is born the empleyer can send a wom in 
worker away at his discretion, and that she shall not be 
permitted to earn anything again till the child is four 
weeks old. Meanwhile the law imposes on no person 
whatever the duty of giving her food.” .~ |

law seemed so wise and beneficient to me once; now it 
seems unspeakably foolish and cruel. For such a law to 
be of use, to be just, the woman cught to have some sure 


| support either from the Poor-law Authorities, or, where 


there is a wage-earning husband, by having a right to 
have some share of his wages paid directly to herself. 
But our laws are man-made. 

We need woman’s moral spirit and insight on all our 
mest urgent social questions. On all the great human 
issues the voic> of woman would be the deliverance of 


| the higher morality of the nation; it would be, spite of 


the fascination cf pagéantry, regalia, and gay uniforms, 
a voice in the interests of peace against war. In matters 
of social purity their power is almost our only hope; 
for that horrible cancer of vice is almost exclusively 
man-made. Their help for temperance reform would be, 


I believe, decisive, whereas now the brewer and his 


friends are victorious to the point ef defiance and con- 
tempt. On subjects like infant mortality, the care of 


the feeble, the imbecile and the unfit, medical inspection : 
and feeding of school children, education, labour legisla- | 


tion generally, apart from all question of rights, we need 
the woman’s suggestion and help and experience. We 
live, let us thank God and rejoice, we live at the opening 


of a new era of Social Reform. That being so I want the | 


women to be in at it from the beginning. I do not want 


to see the politicians stir one step without the women’s 


comradeship in the enterprise. It is not merely that all 
Social Reform legislation affects women as much as men, 
and often more, but that no such legislation can be wise 
and sound unless we have the advantage of the women’s 
distinctive point of view right through from start to 
finish. In one sense I do not care a pin whether 
women say they don’t want to immerse themselves 
in politics. I would tell those women who wish to 
hold aloof that it is not a question of their personal liking 
or preference. It is a question of our common social 
necessity. We cannot get on without your assistance, 
and you must be brought in. The country requires you, 
the cause demands you, humanity needs you, duty calls 
you. Whether you like it or not we mean to put a moral 
constraint on you, and to insist that you shall apply your- 
selves to those problems which are common human social 
problems that must be tackled and solved by men and 
women in joint comradeship and co-operation. 


The Gain to the Race. 


And what is the summing up of it all? Is it not this— 
an immense gain to the civic and the national conscious- 
ness through the elevation and development of woman’s 
personality? For all this social activity and interest will 
re-act on the woman’s character, lifting it out of its 
narrow and petty groove, and giving it a range and a 
sweep that it has never had before. | 
individual life to live even as man has his.
